Claims 14-20 are allowed and renumbered to claims 1-7. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 14 is directed to a composition comprising a lamellar structure consisting 
of one or more fatty acid monoglyceride(s), and one or more of vitamin A and vitamin A 
precursor(s), derivative(s) and decomposed product(s) thereof, and cholesterol. 

Mathur et al. (US 5260065) teaches lamellar structures which contain a blend of 
two different types of lipids, vitamin A, and cholesterol. While the Mathur primary lipids 
include the fatty acid monoglycerides of the present invention, the reference teaches 
that a secondary lipid is required to form a lamellar structure. Since the present claims 
exclude any other component other than fatty acid monoglyceride(s), vitamin A, and 
cholesterol in the lamellar structure of the present invention, the present invention is 
viewed nonobvious over the prior art.
